Councilmen question fire code, purchase of city auto 


Once again, subsidy to the Sierra Madre 
Chamber of Commerce passed the council — this 
time by the skin of its teeth. Councilman Tom 
Edwards was the lone dissenter this time, with 
Councilman Charles Corp abstaining and Mayor 
Clem Bartolai and Councilman Griffin voting yes. 
The money will be split'between fiscal years, $3000 
in 1983-’84and $3000 in 1984-’85. 

Following an accident in which a 1980 Chevro¬ 
let assigned to the Sierra Madre Fire Dept, was 
totaled, a bid for a replacement car worth $10,210 
was brought up to the council Tuesday evening. 
However, councilmen took umbrage at some of 
the “luxury” items stated as necessary. 

Both Bartolai and Edwards questioned the 
need for automatic windows and some of the 
other stated so-called luxury options. 


The vehicle totaled was worth $3855, according 
to the insurance company, and the difference 
between the wrecked auto and that which is being 
requested is $6325, an unbudgeted amount re¬ 
quiring appropriation from the capital projects 
reserve fund or from the federal revenue sharing 
funds. Councilmen decided they needed more 
input before giving their blessings to such a pur¬ 
chase. 

Beautification Committee was “rewarded” for 
its efforts and given the chance to purchase 
automatic sprinklers at a cost of $181.03 to be 
placed at the western entrance of the city. Griffin 
said he would donate the batteries and he also 
assured the group that the city would install the 
new feature. 


Beautification Committee Chairman Barbara 
Oodley told the city governing group that the 
committee had recently raised $500 in two fund¬ 
raising functions: a theatre dinner party and the 
wistaria vine fete. This money has been presented 
to the city’s general fund. 

Crime Prevention Committee Chairman Elaine 
Rudolph received a proclamation from the council 
for the second annual crime prevention town hall 
meeting to be held Mar. 22, 7 p.m. at Maranatha 
High School. 

Chantry Flats Road was once more in the 
public eye, and this time there wiii be a public 
meeting Mar. 27 to investigate the option of a 
sound wall or traffic barrier for immediate resi¬ 
dents. The procedure to consider road closure re¬ 
quires additional review. 


aty Councilman Carl Griffin took exception 
to two parts of the amendments to the 1982 Uni¬ 
form Fire Code as read before the council at Tues¬ 
day evening’s meeting. He believes fire sprinkler 
systems in all new buildings further than 300 feet 
from fire hydrants and in all attached garages are 
unnecessary. 

“I’d like these two portions struck from the 
amendments to the fire code,” he announced. 

Councilman Charles Corp agreed, “I would 
not vote for adoption without a fair amount of 
input.” 
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Ordinance No. 1015, the 1982 Uniform Fire Code, 
in the Sierra Madre News next week then continue 
the public hearing to Mar. 27, to give everyone in 
town a chance to review the proposals. 


Weather Record 
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Committee offers revolutionary soiutions to parking woes 


The Sierra Madre Parking Committee has resur¬ 
rected earlier-day plans to “make Sierra Madre 
beautiful” and presented a four-phase program to 
the City Council in an adjourned meeting last 
Thursday evening. 

Phase 1 addressed the main streets of Sierra 
Madre, and suggests that Kersting Court become 
an exterior mall area, closed off to traffic. Sierra 
Madre Ave. would be landscaped with news “pen¬ 
insulas,” lights, benches, crosswalks, signage, ir¬ 
rigation and vegetation. 

This would cost about $61,000, to come from 
Community Redevelopment Agency. 

Phase 2 proposes landscape and lighting on 
the south side rear parking area with a pass¬ 


through at Lloyd’s Bank, to cost about $27,300, 
to come from newly-created Parking District No. 1. 

The third phase, would create landscape and 
lighting on the new north side lot which would 
include construction amounting to $640,000, to 
come from another new assessment area. Parking 
District No. 2. 

The Phase 4 suggestion is for office develop¬ 
ment and the total cost of the parking area wtAild 
be approximately $2,081,500, with funds to come 
from CRA and private development. 

Nailed down, the plans call for making 
Kersting Court into a mall and erecting a large 
parking lot in the area behind the old City Hall. 


City Council members demurred on some of the 
ideas and questioned others while Frank Goss, 
chairman of the parking committee and rep¬ 
resenting the committee, explained philosophies of 
the group. 

They believe the most serious problem in the 
south side parking is its minimal lighting. On the 
north side, there is a lack of parking to support 
the businesses on that side of the street. 

Phase 1, committee members say, would 
increase parking by nine stalls. Phase 2 would 
bring 20 more stalls and Phase 3, 44 more 
stalls. Total number equals 73 more stalls at a 
cost of $10,000 per stall. 

For Phase 4, they suggest that a 10,000-sq. 


ft. office building be added to the north of the 
new lot. This development would include 33 new 
stalls. The committee also includes land acquisitions 
to the tune of $2,250,000 between all phases. 
They concluded that this fourth phase was not 
feasible. The Council concurred. 

Goss told the group that they had walked 
the district and that each member had surveyed 
both the parking lots and had discussed with 
business persons the problems in downtown Sierra 
Madre. 

The committee believes that new parking spaces 
would return $87,000 in the first year. 

The predominant complaint voiced during the 





committee’s downtown survey was lack of enforce¬ 
ment. Second was the lack of sufficient parking 
in both the Auburn and Montecito lots. The third 
complaint voiced was that business owners and 
employees repeatedly park in valued store-front 
spaces. 

The City council will discuss these phases at 
the Mar. 20 regular meeting.

A current project of the Bannister Group is 
remodeling of the Western Regional Distribution 
Center for Mary Kay Cosmetics. The work is on 
schedule and should be completed in April. 

Stevie has taught at Woodbury University and 
the Fashion Institute.

Some countries are sending designers here to 
study developments. But not those from Paris. 

There is no American involvement in store design 
in Paris. 

But the large department stores in Europe do 
have huge food departments, sometimes two entire 
floors, beautifully displayed. This is beginning to 
show up in America to a limited extent but will 
probably grow. 

From a vantage point of 13 years in the 
profession, Bannister has seen a change, moving 
more rapidly in the past five years. She sees 
more on the way.

She supervised new store planning and 
remodeling for eight years, followed by a year in 
a similar post for Target Stores. 

From 1979 to 1981 she was a partner in 
Young and Bannister, Inc., in Sierra Madre. 
Projects of the firm included Robinson’s San Diego 
store, the Japan Pavillion at Disney’s EPCOT, the

The celebration of Christ’s^ victory 
over death Is more than a pantomime on 
the distant page of history, a dramatic 
and moving pageant at which we gaze 
through the opera*glasses of the Bible 
from the 20th balcony In the arena of the 

cMfitiirlM FMftfur la noMi a narfortnlna truth 
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projected within the grasp of faith for 
the transforming of our lives In terms of 
present spiritual victory. 

The Qdspel does more than throw a 
crumb of comfort or proffer a tattered 
handkerchief to the weeper. 

The Qospel proposes to boar the 
weight of a sinning and suffering hu¬ 
manity, not by a mere reinforcement of 
strength, but by an adequate solution of 
humanities’ sin. 

The fact of the risen Christ Is the 
basic element of the message which 
declares that the sinner can be “Justified 
by faith.” Without the tapestry of Easter 
the Qospel Is an Impotent philosophy: 
for, “If Christ be not raised, your faith Is 
vain; ye are yet In your sins” (I Corin¬ 
thians 15:17). 

Night silexed down out of the boil¬ 
ing skies, churning with the wrath of 
Qod, and hung Ilka a heavy brew In the 
deep bowl of the valley. The Scriptures 
state that when Judas went out to perform 
his wretched betrayal, “It was night” 
(John 13:30). The shadows had slanted 
downward from the hills of human hate 
and were blown by the winds of Satanic 
cunning. 

At last, when Jesus hung stripped and 
forsaken on Calvary, “there was dark¬ 
ness over the whole land” (Mark 15:33). 
This was darkness at midday, a literal ful¬ 
fillment of the prophecy, “her sun Is gone 
down while It was yet day” (Jeremiah 
15:9). 

The routine of day and night has 
been disorganized Into the blank and 
solid black of midnight at noon. The sun 
has thundered out Its golden torch In 
the rumbling echoes of the quaking earth, 
whose trembling fingers shuddered to 
hold In their embrace the battered corpse 
of the Son of Qod, bent stark naked onm 
the gorled spikes of the accursed tree. 

Easter Is a mere triumph of moral 
virtue, unless we understand that both 
the crucifixion and resurrection of Jesus 
Christ are vitally related to our sin. The 
black background cannot be evaddd. 
Jesus “was betrayed and put to death 
because of our misdeeds and was raised 
to secure our Justification, our acquittal, 
and to make our account balance, ab¬ 
solving us from all guilt before Qod” 
(Romans 4:25). The proclamation of the 
Qospel that “Christ died for our sin . . . 
was burled . . . rose again”; cannot be 
Isolated from the necessity that some¬ 
thing had to be Qod-done for our sins, for 
we could not save ourselves. 

The scars of Inquiry are etched Into 
the very metal of our nature. Any dealing 
of God with man must reckon not 
only what we were by origin, but what 
we have become by sin. “Death passed 
upon all men, for that all have sinned” 
(Romans 5:12). 

In the black background of this 
tapestry we read (not only) that we are 
dead, but that man proposed to slay Him 
who Is our only hope of life. The Qospel 
does not dissent form the sovereignty of 
Qod In this: Him, being delivered by the 
detemlnate counsel and knowledge of 
Qod. Neither does the Gospel camouflage 
the Intensity of human sin In this crime 
against Qod, “Ye have taken (Him), and 
by wicked hands have crucified and slain” 
(Acts 2:23). 

Nothing mitigates man’s monstrous 
action against his God. Bright, among 
these mountains of Iniquity, flares the 
light of mercy and the glorious vehicle 
In behalf of the condemned; “This Jesus 
hath Qod raised up” (Acts 2:32). 

“There was darkness over the whole 
land.” Faith stumbled In that darkness 
and misunderstood Its own light: It found 
no Illumination In the spark that kindled 
It until the Stranger Joined the mourners 
and observed that their own prophets 
had foretold that Christ must suffer and 
die. In the darkness the sheep wandered, 
“each In his own way,” for the Shep¬ 
herd had been smitten, and the wilder¬ 
ness was trackless without Him. 

One wonders If there echoed In their 
hearts this deep and fervent prophecy: 
“without Me ye can do nothing” (John 
15:5). Against this black background we 
sense again how utterly Impossible Is 
Christianity without Christ, Is faith with¬ 
out a center. Is even Inspiration without 
the revelation from above. 

Jesus Christ Is described as “the 
faithful witness” (Revelation 1:5), and 
without His personal ministry through the 
Holy Spirit the darkness would envelope 
us in despair for no light can gleam from 
what we call the Sacred Page without

l '/2 C canned red or white beans, drained 

Salt 

Place potatoes and bacon in deep kettle.

Simmer, 
covered, 2 hours or until meat is tender. 
Remove meat, slice into serving pieces. Skim 
off excess fat from soup.

Saturday, Mar. 17 is the day to put on your 
“kelly-greens,” dance an Irish jig, and lend a 
voice in singing “When Irish Eyes Are Smilin’,” 
since Saturday is St. Patrick’s Day. 

Irishmen have always been an adventurous lot, 
and many of them settled all over the world. 

It is said that St. Patrick’s Day was first celebrated 
in the U.S. in Boston. (George Washington 
had a lot of Irishmen in his army.) Pretty 
soon, the celebrated day spread to other cities, 
as did the respect of St. Patrick. 

Patrick was actually born in Scotland with 
the name of Maewyn. At age 16, Maewyn was 
captured by Irish marauders and sold as a slave. 

He spent six years in Ireland and learned the 
Celtic language. He also observed the many pagan 
ways of the Druids and vowed to convert them. 

He managed to escape and fhlfilled his vow and 
became a priest. In the year of 431 A.D., Pope 
Celestine I named him Patricias (Patrick), and thus 
began a missionary journey to various places 
throughout the lands. 

While there are many legends about St. Patrick, 
the best known is how he rid Ireland of all 
venemous serpents (snakes), by beating on a drum. 
When he struck the drum too hard and made a 
hole in it, an angel appeared and mended the 
drum so St. Patrick could continue his good 
deed. 

Many churches were founded by St. Patrick, 
and until the day of his death, he watched over 
them with humble pride of his accomplishment.

rities — past, present and 
future — but sometimes 
someone extra special vi¬ 
sits our star-strewn vil¬ 
lage and brings an added 
shine to our little Mecca 
for the famed and noted. 


Peggy Lambert Grif¬ 


fith IS one of those 


special people. Jeannette 
Griffith’s sister-in-law, 
who visited Sierra Madre 
last week from Old 
Bridge, N.J., led a star- 
spangled life with one of 
America’s most dazzling 
road shows, the Skating 
Vanitic:, which thrilled 
audiences all over Ame¬ 
rica, Canada and Europe 
in the late ’40s and ear¬ 
ly ’50s. 

The Vanities was a 
roller-skating version of 
the Ice Capades, featuring 
dance routines, acrobatic 
work and show girls, 
that was billed in head¬ 
lines wherever it went as 
a “Million Dollar Musi¬ 
cal on Skates.’’ 

Peggy traveled with 
150 other members of 
the show for three years 
as part of the chorus 
line and one of the spec¬ 
tacular’s special show 
girls, leading a life of 
unending glamour and 
equally unending hard 
work, constantly in the 
lime light and glare of 
publicity. She loved it. 

As a child growing up 
in Muskegon, Mich., 
Peggy started her career 
on ice skates, about the 
same time she started to 
walk. Ice skating led to 
roller skating and Peggy 
found herself in state 
and national competi¬ 
tion, walking away with 
numerous awards, in¬ 
cluding a bronze medal 
in dance from state com¬ 
petition and a second in 
pairs from the national. 

One day the Skating 


Vanities came to town 


and Peggy set her heart 


on becoming one of 


them. Her audition con 


vinced them that it was a 


mutual love affair and 


she was off to New York 
and two months of 


grueling rehearsals be 


fore going on the road. 


Throughout the tour 
the Vanities performed 
every night and twice on 
Saturdays and Sundays, 
with daily rehearsals. 
The only “time off” 
was during travel be- 
tween cities and, with the 
spotlight of fame accom¬ 
panying them, each mem¬ 
ber of the cast always 
had to look his or her 
best. Publicity even fol¬ 
lowed them into their 
bedrooms, featuring “life 
behind the scenes.” Life 
Magazine ran a feature 
on them. 

The routines in the 
Skating Vanities were far 
ahead of their time and 
photos in Peggy’s scrap¬ 
books look like the ice 
skating routines at Sare- 
jevo. 

Eventually Peggy 
switched to ice skating at 
the famous Roxy Theater 
in New York and then 
retired to devote her time 
to husband, children and, 
in due time, two grand¬ 
children. 

She still roller skates 
and ice skates when she 
has time and the spirit 
moves her and, as she 
flips through the photo 
albums, all the joie de 
vivre of the glamourous 
years light up her face 
with fond memories of a 
life few of us are pri¬ 
vileged to experience and, 
of those who do, even 
fewer enjoy it to the hilt. 

Peggy Lambert Grif¬ 
fith is one of those very 
few.
